The movement toward the establish­ 
ment of a national federation of wo­ 
m en’s musical clubs is progressing in so 
satisfactory a manner that a temporary 
organization is now assured. The chair­ 
man of the committee appointed forth« ! 
purposo at the last annual convention of 
the National Music Teachers’ a- ela­ 
tion, Mrs. Theodore » Sutro, has just sent 
out an official circular announcing meet­ 
ings for the permanent organization of 
the new association on Tuesday and 
Wednesday , Jan. 25 and 25, in Chicago, 
and inviting every musical club to send 
a delegate and declaring the eligibility 
of all women's clubs which have a 
musical department. This is important 
news and reflects much credit 
upon 
Mrs. bvitro and her able and industrious 
colleagues. 
The admission of depart 
ment, clubs in which one d* partment is 
devoted to music is a v« ry wise and 
even statesmanlike step. 
It brings into 
the organization many of the largest 
and most, infim ntial societies of tbo 
land. 
In t lit * past two y ears at least 1,200 of 
tin great women’s clubs of the country 
have adopted the department sy stem 
and have made music .t regular mo j> < t 
f study and work. 
The new rule will 
bring in other ty pes and classes of or­ 
ganizations. Among these may be men­ 
tioned the ( fiio, whit h conducts throiurh- 
out the seas* >n a double course, one part 
being literary and the otic r mu.-i* al; 
the Fein Ion, which us historical, liter­ 
ary , art i-tie and m usical; i'hiiitseipoma, 
which combines philosophy , liteiature, 
science, poetry and m usic; the German 
Wagner clues, whoso object- is tin crit­ 
ical study ot tin* l’fcrarv as Well as the 
musical compos,it ons of that world i<*- 
nownod musician; the folklore socie­ 
ties, wh eh devote as much attention to 
tin rescue and pr* ccrvut ion of folk songs 
and folk music as they do to folk tub s; 
kindergarten music leagues, and church 
choir clubs. 
The advantages of 
the 
federation 
will ho many and important, tr will or­ 
ganize musical sentiment throughout 
the United Stales and thus create what 
has been needed for so many y ears, a 
musical world m the United ¿Mates. By 
its annual meetings and s* ctioiial m eet­ 
ings it will «‘liable the public to become 
better acquainted with the leading com­ 
posers, singers and musicians and will 
aid those just beginning n musical career 
who under present conditions find tin tr 
progress embarrassed by being unknown.
